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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections -35USC§112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claim 7 recites the limitation "the mouth" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

4. Claim 8 recites the limitation "the shaft surface" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 

to non-statutory subject matter. Human beings and/or human anatomy are not statutory 

subject matter and as such cannot be positively set forth as an element(s) of a claimed 

invention. The Examiner suggests rephrasing the claim, e.g., - -the anvil is adapted to 

clamp a tissue structure- -. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1 , 2, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Weadock etal. 6527771. 

8. Weadock et al. teaches a surgical end effector, comprising: an anvil movable 
between a first position and a second position, the anvil having a concave anvil surface; 
and a convex mating surface, wherein the anvil clamps a tissue structure between the 
anvil surface and the mating surface when in the second position, and wherein the 
mating surface has a different radius of curvature than the anvil surface; wherein the 
mating surface radius curvature is greater than the anvil surface curvature (the mating 
surface is larger therefore would have a greater curvature); a shaft having a lumen and 
an opening in a distal end, and wherein the mating surface is located distal of the 
opening.
